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DETAILED ACTION 
Claims 1-74 are pending in this action. 

Election/Restrictions 

Claims 1 and 38 link(s) inventions I and II. The restriction requirement among the linked 
inventions is subject to the nonallowance of the linking claim(s), claims 1 and 38. Upon the 
indication of allowability of the linking claim(s), the restriction requirement as to the linked 
inventions shall be withdrawn and any claim(s) depending from or otherwise requiring all the 
limitations of the allowable linking claim(s) will be rejoined and fully examined for patentability 
in accordance with 37 CFR 1.104 Claims that require all the limitations of an allowable linking 
claim will be entered as a matter of right if the amendment is presented prior to final rejection or 
allowance, whichever is earlier. Amendments submitted after final rejection are governed by 37 
CFR 1.116; amendments submitted after allowance are governed by 37 CFR 1.312. Claims 2-7 
and 39-44 are generic to all inventions. 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-18 and 38-55, drawn to a system and method for receiving orders 

comprising an input device, an uploading device, a user ordering device, an order 
receiving device, a order managing device, a design managing device, a 
displaying device, a creating device and a design distribution screen, classified in 
class 705, subclass 26. 

Claims 1-7, 19-44 and 56-74, drawn to systems and methods for receiving orders 
comprising an input device, an uploading device, a user ordering device, an order

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receiving device, a order managing device, a design managing device, a 
displaying device, a creating device and an e-mail issuing device, classified in 
class 705, subclass 26. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons; 

Inventions I and II are related as products which share a disclosed common utility linked 
to a substantial structural feature. The products in this relationship are distinct if either or both of 
the following can be shown: (1) that the products encompass embodiments that are NOT 
required to perform the common utility or (2) that the products as claimed encompass 
embodiments that are NOT required to have the substantial structural feature. In this case, 
inventions I and II encompass embodiments that are not required to perform the common utility. 
The common utility between all inventions comprises an input device, an uploading device, a 
user ordering device, an order receiving device, a order-managing device, a design-managing 
device, a displaying device and a creating device. Invention I encompasses an embodiment that 
further includes a design distribution screen that is not required to perform the common utility as 
none of the other inventions require it. Invention II encompasses an embodiment that further 
includes an email-issuing device that is not required to perform the common utility as none of the 
other inventions require it. 

Because these inventions are subcombinations with different utility, they are independent 
or distinct and require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02). Therefore, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. 
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Applicant(s) are advised that if any claim(s) including all the limitations of the allowable 
linking claim(s) is/are presented in a continuation or divisional application, the claims of the 
continuation or divisional application may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory 
double patenting rejections over the claims of the instant application. Where a restriction 
requirement is withdrawn, the provisions of 35 U.S.C. 121 are no longer applicable.
